Daniel Hair, the farm er of

F ast Berlin who was seriously injured 
by the prem atu re explosion of d y n a­ 
mite on last T hanksgiving day, died 
W ednesday evening at 7:4 j o’clock a t 
the home of his son, Jacob L. Bair. 
Death was due to blood poisoning de 
veloping afte r an operation several 
weeks ago. The operation was per 
formed a t the Vork hospital 
He was sixty-seven years old and 
is survived by one sister, Mrs. Marl. 
ilarbold, Berm udian, and seven child 
ren — Mrs. Jonas Smith, Lemoyne; I 
N. Bair, Bolder, Col.; Dr. J. IL Bair.o 
Philadelphia; Mrs. H. W. Brougher, 
Denver, Col.; Mrs. Milton Rod key, of 
near F ast Berlin; Mrs. George Zieglei 
of Lemoyne, and the son, Jacob L.
